SuBircT. —Import ol Fresh fruits of all sorts, excluding coconuts, cashewnuts and 
dates (S. No. 21 (a) (i)/IV) from Afghanistan during 1st August. 1971 to 
31st October, 197] by approved importers and exporters of non-traditional 
items to Afghanistan, 

No. 93-ITC(PN)/71.—It has been decided to allow import of Fresh fruits of 
Afghan Origin, mentioned In Schedule 'A’ of this Public Notice, to “approved 
importers" under C C P procedure, within a “quantitative ceiling”. The policy for 
impoit of dry Iruits, asafoctlda, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs Is likely to be 
announced later. 

2. Import of fresh fruits by the “approved importers” will have to be counter¬ 
balanced by exports of goods in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public Notice, as indicated In 
paragraphs 9 and 17 below. 


(ion) 
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3. Definition of approved ImporterB.—The Approved Importers are those; 

(i) Who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commodities 
during the four years ending 30th June, 1956, and are already regis¬ 
tered as such; and 

(11) The Royal Afghan Government’s nominee firms registered as "approved 
importers”. 

4. No CCPs to deregistered firms. —No Customs Clearance Permit (C.C.P.) will 
be Issued to those “Approved Imports’’ whose names have been deregistered. 

6. Observance of Transit procedures and maintenance of reasonable prices.— 

The trade is advised, in its own Interest, to ensure that the existing system is 
used to the satisfaction of consumers in India and for the development and 
diversification of Indian export products. With that end in view, the Government 
of India and the Royal Afghan Government have agreed that the transit procedures 
and those for counter-exports from India will be fully observed in order to main¬ 
tain reasonable prices of Afghan products in India and of Indian products in 
Afghanistan. 

6. Procedure for Submission of applications for C.C.Ps, and documents to be 
furnished. —Approved Imports should appl.y for C.C.Ps. for fresh fruits in the 
prescribed form and manner Indicating, inter-alia, the c.i.f. value of goods, occom- 
panied by the following documents:— 

(a) Valid Transit Certificates (five copies) together with invoices and 

Treasury Receipts. In the case of grapes, the exporter’s telegrams 
to the concerned Importer Will be accepted. The telegram should 
bear the number and date of the Transit Certificate as also the weight 
in Kilograms and the c.i.f. value of the goods. The relevant Transit 
Certificates should be produced to the Customs authorities concerned. 

(b) An undertaking on a stamp paper to the effect that they will export 

any or all commodities mentioned in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public 
Notice to counter-balance imports in the prescribed ratio a.s mention¬ 
ed in para 9 by 31st of July, 1972. 

7. The applications for C.C.Ps. and the documents furnished should be com¬ 
plete in all respects. This will make for prompt Lssue of the C.C.Ps. 

8. Production of Invoices, sale and purchase documents. —^While applying for a 
exports. —Of the items detailed in Schedule ‘B’ to this Public Notice, all types of 
produce Invoices and appropriate sale, purchase and other relevant documents to 
the licensing authorities concerned for determining the value of goods imported 
under the C.C.Ps. However, in the case of grapes, they can produce the relevant 
documents within a month from the date of clearance of the goods from the Cus¬ 
toms. 

9. Ratio of exports of traditional and non-traditional items In respect of counter¬ 
exports. —Of the items detoJled m Schedule ‘B’ to this Public Notice, all types of 
Tea, Textiles, Spice'-,, Coir and Coir products are treated as traditional items of 
export.s to Afghanistan and the remaining onea a.s non-traditional items. It be 
noted, that not les.s than 25 per cent of counter-eixports to be made to Afghanistan 
by approved Importers in payment for imports from Afghanistan as mentioned in 
para 17 below, shall be by way of export to Afghanistan of non traditional items 
listed in Schedule ‘B’ i.e.. Items other than all types of Tea, textiles, spices, coir 
and coir products. The remaining 76 per cent can be utilised for export to Afgha¬ 
nistan of any items listed in Schedule ‘B’, including all types of Tea, Textiles, 
Spices, Coir and Coir products. 

10. No diversion to third countries,— The approved importers should ensure 
that there is no diversion of goods imported from or exported to Afghanistan to 
third countries. Serious notice will be taken of ca.ses where such diversion takes 
place. 

11. Abolition of Imports on consignment basis. —It has been decided that imports 
of commodities from Afghanistan Into India will be on outright purchase basis 
and consignment imports will not be permitted. Importers are hereby cautioned 
not to effect any imports from Afghanistan on consignment basis. Imports on 
consignment basis will be treated as unauthorised and the Importer will be liable 
to deregistration and to such other penal action as may be considered appropriate 
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by the Import Trade Control/Foreign Exchange Central Authorities and others 
concerned. In case the approved Importers have difficulty to arrange imports on 
outright purchase ba.^iis, the R.B.I, will permit them to export Items in Schedule 
“B’ In anticipation of their imports of fresh fruits, subject to suitable safeguards, 
which may be prescribed by the Reserve Bank. The R.B.I. will keep in view, 
Inter alia, the past imports/exports of the concerned eligible approved importers 
and their counter-balancing account under the Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement, 
The approved importers are required to ensure that the ratio of exports as 
between traditional and non-traditional items, as indicated in para 9 above, is 
strictly adhered to, while making advance exports. 

12. No bonding facilities.— In view of the congestion at ports, no bonding facili¬ 
ties for imports from Afghanistan will be allowed by the Customs authorities, 

13. Specimen of Transit Cercltlflcates— A specimen of the prescribed form of the 
Tran.sit Certificate issued by the Afghan Customs Authorities, is attached in 
Annexure II. They will bear, mter alia, the name of the exporter, the names of the 
importer, description of commodity and weight in Kilogram etc. All the five 
copies of the Transit Certificates must bear the seal and signature of the Afghan 
Customs Authorities. 

14. Distinctive marks on the Transit Certificates. —In serialising the Transit 
Certificates, the Royal Afghan Government will allocate groups of serial numbers 
to different customs Control points and would also see that no number in a series 
is repeated. Further there will be distinctive letters, such as ‘K’ (Kabul) ‘Q’ 
(Qandhar) and ‘N’ (Nangharhar), to denote the location of the concerned authority 
of the Ministry of Commerce of the Royal Afghan Government issuing the 
transit certificates, and also the letters ‘B’ (Joint Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New C.G.O Building, New Marine Lines Churchgate, Bombay), 'D’ 
(Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Central Licensing Area, Indra- 
prasthan Estate, New Delhi), and ‘A’ (Controller of Imports and Exports, The 
Mall, Amrlt.sar), to denote the concerned licensing authority in India. In order 
that the Transit Certificates lor grapes are not.unduly delayed with the exporters, 
the approved importer should ensure that their corresponding exporters send a 
telegram to them on the very day the Transit Certificate Is actually issued, inform¬ 
ing the former of the particulars thereof including its number, date, weight of 
grapes In Kilograms and value. 

15. Transit Certificates and their validity. —The Transit Certificates will indi¬ 
cate the period of validity, which will be five days for fresh fruits. The validity 
of Transit Certificates is decided with reference to the date of actual issue and 
not the date of arrival of the goods at the Indian Customs borders. The goods 
must be cleared from the Afghan Customs Borders within the validity period of 
the Transit Certificates. The evidence of transit having taken place during the 
validity period of the Transit Ceritiflcate. The evidence of transit havlur taken 
place during the validity period of the Transit Certificate, should be produced to 
the Customs authorities, or else the goods will not be allowed clearance, 

16. Procedure for issue of C.C.Ps, for fresh fruits.— C.C.Ps. will be issued (in 
duplicate) to eligible approved importers upto the quantity covered by valid 
transit certificates. Issued by the Afghan Custom authorities to the following cate¬ 
gories of approved importers:—■ 

(i) who have fulfilled their export obligation in respect of 1970-71 period 
in full by the 31st of July, 1971, in the prescribed ratio of 85 per cent.. 
15 per cent, as between traditional and non-traditional Items and are 
in a position to produce documentary evidence R.B.I’s certificate 
as a proof thereof; 

Gij who claim to have fulfilled their last period’s export obligation Ln fuU 
in the prescribed ratio as indicated in item (i) above by the 31st of 
July, 1971 but are not in a position to produce proof thereof straight¬ 
away. An undertaking should be taken from the aforesaid parties to 
the effect that documentary evidence and/or R.B.I.’s certificate will 
be produced within one month from the date of Issue of C.C.Ps, falling 
which action will be taken under the I.T.C. rules and regulations. 
This condition will be endorsed on the C.C.Ps. 

(iii) who have fulfilled, by 31st July, 1971, their export obligation upto 85 
per cent in the prescribed ratio, (i.e. exports pf at least 15 per cent of 
85 per cent of non-traditional items have been effected). To such 
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parties, the licensing authorities concerned will issue a show cause 
notice, calling upon them to explain as to ryhy issue ot further C.C.P 
should not be withheld. In view of their failure to balance off their 
Imports in terms of Public Notice No. 173-ITC(PN) /70 dated 30tb 
November, 1970, and that why action should not be taken against 
them under the I.T.C. rules and regulations. In the ca.se of their 
failure to produce evidence showing fulfilment of their export obliga¬ 
tion in full and In the prescribed ratio, by 30th September, 1971. no 
further C.C.Ps, should be issued to them and penal action as envl.5ag- 
ed in the ITC rules and regulations will be taken against them. No. 
C.C.Ps. should be issued to defaulters whose export performance falls 
below 85 per cent In the prescribed ratio on .31st -luly, 1971, and 
imports, If any effected by them, will be treated as unauthorised. (It 
should be noted that the aforsesald relaxation will not be repeated.) 


17. Stage of reckoning of export performance against current Imports.— There 
will be no reckoning, at every stage, of exports made by the concerned importer 
for Issue of C.C.Ps. However, stock-taking In regard to fulfilment of export obliga¬ 
tion in the prescribed ratio against the current imports will start at the end of 
the 8th month i.e.. 31st March. 1972. Each approved Importer should furnish to 
the licensing authority affidavits to the effect that hl.s export obligation against 
filled In from the telegram.

18. No C.C.Ps. will be I.'fsued to the approved Importers after the 8th month 
whose export performance is less than the percentages fixed above. 


, 19, Penalty for non-fulfilment of export obligation.— As imports of fre.sh fruits 

mentioned In Schedule 'A’ to this Public Notice, are to be balanced by export.s of 
goods in Schedule ‘B’ in the prescribed ratio, as between traditional and non- 
tradltlonal items, (vide para 9), it is obligatory for each Individual Importer to 
discharge his export obligation in full by the end of the current Trade Arrange¬ 
ment period i.e., by the 31st of July, 1972. It will be the responsibility of each 
approved importer to satisfy the licensing authority concerned by documentary 
evidence that he has fulfilled his export obligation In the required proportion In 
respect .of the imports against the C.Q.P.s. obtained by him. Should the importer 
fall to complete his export obligation, within the stipulated date, he Is liab^ to be 
deregistered from the list of approved importers for such period as the licensing 
authority deems fit, without pre,1udice to ony other action that may be taken 
against him under the Import and Export Control Act and rules and regulations. 
A condition to this eHect will be imposed on each C.C.Ps. 


20. Validity of C-C Ps.— The C.C.P, wiU be valid for 7 days from the date'Of 
Issue of the relevant transit certiflca’tc/s covering the fresh fruits in question. 

21 Procedure -lor operating C.C.Ps. and Transit Certlfllcates, The CCPs will 
Indicate, inter-Ma, the weight, number, date of the Transit Certificate, as well as 
the c 1 f value of the goods. Conversely, the number and date and other parti¬ 
culars of CCPs should also be shown by the licensing authorities concerned on 
the relevant Transit Certificates. In the ca.se of grapes, the particulars are to be 
Hied In from the telegram. 
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22. Variation in weight and tolerance of 5%. —When delivering the C.C.P. Cm 
duplicate) to the importer for fresh fruits, other than Grapes, the appropriate 
licensing authority will return all the flve copies of the Transit Certificates to the 
Importer for presentation to the Customs authorities. In the case of Grapes, 
however, as the CCPs are Issued on the basis of telegram, Transit Certificates 
along with the C.C.Ps, are to be produced to the Customs authoritie.s concerned. 
The customs authority will, while cleianring the consignment, check and verity the 
physical correctness of the particulars of the consignment ji.e. name of exporter/ 
importer, description of goods, weight and other particulars) as given in the CCP 
and the Transit Certificates. In the ewent of any difference whether in name, 
description, or weight, as assessed by the Customs authorities, the copies of the 
CCP and Transit Certificates will be endor.sed accordingly by the Customs authority. 
Where there isi a variation in weight mentioned In the CCP/Translt Certificate and 
the goods actually received, the Customs authorities will allow clearance uf the 
same without insisting on a prior amendment in the CCP by the licensing authority 
concerned, provided the variations does not exceed 5% and advise the concerned 
licen=lng authority accordingly. This will be subject to the overall ceilings fixed 
for each item of fresh fruits. In the event of excess^ being over 5 per cent In 
weight, mentioned in the Transit Certificate and the C.C.P, it will be obligatory 
on the part of the Importers to gert their C.C.Ps. amended on the basis of the 
revised/additional Transit Certificate. If the Importer concerned fails to get his 
C.C.Ps. amended, hi.s imports will be treaited as unauthorised and action will be 
taken against him under the Customs/I.T.C. rules. 

23. Distribution of C.C.Ps, —The Custom.s authorities will send the Customs 
purposes copy of CCP to the concerned licensing authority direct indicating the 
actual utilisation of the quantity and the value covered by each CCP in the pres¬ 
cribed form on the reverse of the penult. The second copy wiU, as at present, 
be banded back to the importer to be furnished to the Reserve Bank of India, duly 
stamped and signed. 

24. Distribution of Transit Certlflcates. —As regards the distribution of the 
Transit Certificates, one copy will be retained by the Customs, the second copy 
forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India, the third and the fourth copy to the 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi for onward 
transmis.slon to the Royal Afghan Government and Indian Embassy In Kabul. 
The fifth copy is to be forwarded by the Customs to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned. 

25. Recording of the value of the goods cleared. —The value of the goods, 
allowed clearance, a.s as.sessed by the Customs, should be recorded b.y them on 
the Transit Certificates and CCPs before distribution. This Information is essen¬ 
tial for determining counter-exports to be made from India to Afghanistan for 
balancing of the trade. 

26. Method of Valuation for counter-exports to Afghanistan. —The following 
will he the method of valuation of Afghan goods for determining the value of 
counter-exports to be made from India to Afghanistan during the current Trade 
Arrangement period;— 

(i) Afghan goods are to be imported on outright purchase ba.sis and they 

should be backed by invoices. The Customs assessed value whether 
on the basis of scrutiny of the invoices or determined under Section 
14 of the Indian Customs Act, 1002 (Act 52 of 1962), will be final; 

(ii) The value of counter-exports should be equal to the value of Imports 

as determined in the manner indicated in (I) above. 

27. Firm sale and puchase arrangements.- —Since Imports are to be effected on 
outright purchase basis, approved importer should enter into firm sale and pur¬ 
chase arrangements, in order to maintain an even and steady flow of trade ex¬ 
change between the two countries. 

28. Payments In respect of fresh fruits under this Arrangement will be made, 
In accordance with the E.P. procedures prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India. 
Payments for exports to Afghanistan for Indian goods mentioned in Schedule ‘C’ 
shall be made by establishing letters of credit in transferrable U.S. dbllars or 
pound sterling. 

29. Bank fa^lIltleB for exporters of Schedule ‘C’ Items, —The Royal Afghan 
Government have agreed that letters of credit in U.S. Dollars and transferrable 
pound sterling will be opened by the Afghan Banks for import of Schedule ‘C’ 
items from India into Afghanistan.

Scheme for Exporters of noM-TraditlouRl Items 

30. Scheme for exporters of non-tradlttonal Items to Afghanistan. —In addition 
to the ‘approved Importers’, It has been decided, that the exporters, who undertake 
to export non-tradltlonal Items to Afghanistan i.e. items other than Tea, TextileB, 
Spices, Coir and Coir products as listed in Schedule ‘B’ of Annexure I to this Public 
Notice upto the 31at March, 1972, will be permitted to import fresh fruits of Afghan 
origin, mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ to Annexure 1 to this Public Notice under C.C.P. 
procedure, within a quantitative celling. 

31. Definition of exporters of non-tradltional Items and their ellRlblUty, —For the 

purpose of this Public Notice, the exporters of non-tradltlonal items are those:— 

(1) who have been registered as “New Comers” Importers from Afghanistan 
in terms of the Public Notices issued from time to time; 

(ii) who can produce evidence duly certified by a Chartered Accountant, to 
the effect that they had an internal turn over of Rs. 25,000 (Rupees 
Twenty five thounsand only) during any one of the financial years 
i.e., 1966-67, 1967-68, 1968-69, 1969-70 and 1970-71 In any of the goods, 
other than Hides and Skins, listed in Schedule ‘A’ or Schedule ’B’ of 
Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

32. Exports to Afghanistan are to precede Imports from that country. —^In terms 
of this Public Notice, exports of non-traditional goods to Afghanistan are to 
precede Imports from that country. Value of exports of non-tradltional goods to 
be effected by the exporters will be as admitted by the Reserve Bank of India. 
C.C.Ps. for fresh fruits to the exporters will be Issued for the quantity equal to 
the value of their exports of non-tradltional goods of Schedule ‘B’ to Afghanl.=!tan. 


33. Date upto which exports to Afghanistan wlU be allowed. —The exporters, who 
have effected export of non-tradltlonal goods to Afghanistan, as detailed In Sche¬ 
dule ‘B’, upto 31st of March, 1972, can Import fresh fruits listed in Annexure I 
Schedule ‘A' to this Public Notice upto the 31st of July, 1972, for a quantity equal 
to the value of their exports of non-tradltional goods, In case, an exporter falls 
to balance his exports of non-traditional goods by import of fresh fruits from 
Afghanistan by the 31st of July, 1972, he Is liable to be deregistered and no further 
CCP will be granted to him. He will be finally de-registered for such period as 
the licensing authority deems fit, without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken against him under the Import and Export Trade Control Act and Rules 
and Regulations. 

,34. Procedure for registration as exporters,—Firms Intending to export items of 
non-tradltlonal goods listed in Schedule ‘B’, to Afghanistan should apply for re¬ 
gistration to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay/ (Central 
Licensing Area), New Delhi/ Controller of Imports and Exports, Amritsar, accord¬ 
ing to the jurisdiction of the licensing authority, giving the following particulars;— 

(i) Name and addres.s of the firm. 

(II) Name of proprietor (s), partners. Directors etc. 

(III) Name of the branches. If any, and addresses thereof. 

(Iv) Statement of actual exports of goods listed in Schedule ‘B’ to Afghanis¬ 
tan during the past, if any. 

(v) In case the applicant has been exporting goods to Afghanistan, the num¬ 
ber of the authorisation issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 


35. The information at (il)—(v) should be furnished on a stamp paper, duly 
attested by the 1st Class Magistrate/Oath Commissioner/Notary Public. Applica¬ 
tions for registration should reach the licensing authorities on or before 31st 
October, 1971. 

36. Firms already registered as New Comers’ need not apply for fresh regis¬ 
tration. —Firms which are already registered as ‘New Comer’ importers from 
Afghanistan in terms of the previous Public Notices, issued from time to time, 
need not apply for fresh registration; and they can apply for permits for fresh 
fruits after efTecting exports of non-traditional goods to Afghaniotan In terms of 
this Public Notice,

37. Documents to be furnished with iippllcatlon for CCFs. —The exporters should 
alter exporting non-tradltlonal goods to Afghanistan, apply to the licensing 
authorities for imoprt of fresh fruits In the prescribed form and manner indicating 
inter-alia, the c.i.f. value of goods, accompanied by Transit Certificate (five copies) 
together with the invoices, T.R, and necessary export documents. In the case of 
Grapes, exporters telegrams to the concerned importer, will be accepted. The 
telegram should bear the number and date of the Transit Certificate as also the 
weight in Kilogram and the c.i.f. value of the goods, The relevant transit certifi¬ 
cates should be produced to the Customs authorities concerned. 

38. The documents furnished along with the applications should be complete In 
all respects which will make for prompt issue of the C.C.Ps, Trade should parti¬ 
cularly ensure that the Transit Certlncates bear the Official seal and signature 
of the Afghan Customs Authorities. 

39. The Transit Certificate form, the manner of Itg serialisation. Its validity etc. 
have been outlined In paragraphs 13, 14 and 15 of this Public Notice, The procedure 
for submission of applications, l.saue of CCPs, their validity and the manner Of 
their distribution etc, have also been indicated in paragraphs 6, 16, 20 and 23 of 
this Public Notice. These will also apply in the case of import of fresh fruits 
from Afghanistan by the exporters of non-traditional items to that country. 

40. No bonding facilities will be allowed as indicated in paragraph 12 of this 
Public Notice. 

41. It may be noted that the goods should be cleared from the Afghan Customs 
boarders within the validity period of the Transit Certificate, and the evidence of 
transit having taken place during the validity of the Transit Certificate, should 
be produced, else the goods will not be allowed clearance. 

42. Other terms and conditions of this Public Notice will also apply mutatis 
mutandis, wherever applicable to the exporters of non-traditlonal items to 
Afghanistan. 

43. Submission of monthly statements.—The exporters of non-lraditional com¬ 
modities should submit, by the 10th day of every month, to the licensing authorities 
a statement showing the details of actual exports of non-traditional goods, effected 
to Afghatnlstan and imports of fresh fruits effected there against on the prescribed 
proforma obtainable from the licensing authority cencexned,
